Not only do we find a large number oi 
women in the college and sub-fresh man 
classes, but the proportion of women a 
steadily gaining, and they are apparent- 
ly carrying off more than tlieir propor- 
tionate share of the honors. It will 
hardly be doubted thatyuch an an- 
nouncement affords matter for congratu- 
lation. 


Our women—girls, perhaps, we ought 


to say—are evidently in earneet about 
education; and the hoys and young men 
are quietly taught, in the only way they 
ever could have been convinced, that 
college education is about biking on 
new life, and possibly may become a 
more serious affair than it has been. For 
the women now entering the college are 
>f the best clans, of superior natural abil- 
ties and aspirations for a large life, and 
n most cases for a sphere of greater use- 
'ulness. 


What may be the outcome of all this 


we do not pretend to know, yet we have 
a quite stable faith that education is 
imong the most desirable possessions. 
There are in some quarters suggestions 
if evil, of possible revolution that may 
deeply affect our social life. How u 
rould turn out, if the women become 
letter educated than the men, is a mat- 
er of serious thought with some people, 
)nr own faith is that if the women get 
airly ahead, as it seems likely, their 
ympathies and finer moral sense will 
ead them to deal justly and charitably 
rith those whom they have out-stripped 
n the race.

The bootblack's name is Henry Brom- 


ley, and ho is from the good old State ot 
Massachusetts. He followed the busi- 
ness of blacking boots all his lifetime, 
but some time ago the busines in the 
Buy State grew so dull that he was re- 
duced to blacking boots for one cent a 
pair. 


This was u little too cheap, bethought,

A abort time ago the 
bootblack appeared in this city, and, as 
lie stated during the interview, he has 
found between 400 and 500 customers.

The plan of the lad is well conceived, 
and if he continues as he has begun h{ 
seems to be assured uf first-class wagei 
for bis work.
